The first riffht in to work and to 
have wliHt we make or earn. We 
bare no right to eat if we do not work, 
but wa atand on a level with all oth- 
er men in having the right now to 
put forth our lalxir and to enjov the 
fruits of that labor. If we are idle 
and consequently go haagry, it iaour 
own fault. If wa an tiaakilfal in 
our labor and ean earn onl? t .40 a 
(1h; when the man beeide us who is 
akilful, ia earning 11.60, that ia our 
own tnHk. Wa have the right to work 
and to work with ahill and efliciancy. 
We have tbe right to earn a garden 
and to take pare of it We have the 
right to build a houae and to live iu 
H. Wahava tha right to gat all the 
things that white men have gathered 
by their industry and their toil. 

And tbe next right we have ia the 
right to aava wliat we have earned. 
A alava eoold not lay op anything 
and it waa proper enough that he 
ahould waate and apend everytbing 
baemld hv hold of. Bat bow wa 
are free bmo and mat aaf* oor aora- 
iugs. No mora waatafol exeuiaioua, 
no more extravagant clothes, no more 
laviah laying on of food. We are to 
lay ap to-day in oidar that oor work 
may be easier to-morrow. 

And in the third place, we have the 
right to learn. The great State of 
Kentuokj paja people for t aa n hiag 
oarai«iMna. TUa right w« do-aot 
all of us enjoy, because of our neg^ 
lect. I Knd that in this very town of 
B^rea less than sixty per cent of tbe 
ai'lorod ohildraa of aohool age an aa- 
rolled in the eaUand aahoob. What 
do colored people think will be the 
future of their children if tbey miaa 
thalr opportunities and lin la %oa- 
dom with tlM 
though tbey 

We know of many youug people 
who are tall enough to be men and 
wonaaaady^tteydonot aaek the 
adaoation which 
ao fraaly to all. 

Freedom, my friends, means a 
ahaaaa. Tliat ia all that any man oan 
■ak of tUaaoaatry. Kantod^doaa 
■Ot giva an equal chance to her col- 
ored citinaa, but we have a far better 
chance than white people had a hun- 
dred jean ago. We liava aa good a 
ahanee aa the people had who Hved 
ill the time of the Pilgrim Fathers. 
We all know what ihev made out of 
t|eir a ha aeaa, and we muat aw to it 
that oar paopie do aa well. 

Accoriling to Prof. Charles W. 
Drtliiioy, President of the University 
of Tennf Rsee, who teetified before the 
Induatrial Oomminion oa aoaditkMia 
In the Sooth, the Booth haa aatarad 
ii|)ou a |)«rio<l of natural evolution, 
which will carry its industries steadi- 
Iv forward for years He said that 
ob'ton, cattle, and mules bring l)etter 
prices thxn ever l)efore, and that tbe 
people of the South were enjoying a 
period of great prosperity ; also that 
wdaatrial education was makingtbe 
Si^ro more produ<'tive as a aitiMa 
tii«B ha had oaaa as a alave.

Tmoeplsnlinr should take plaaa 
either very 4'arly in s<>aw>ii, while the 
\ouiig shiMts are yet liormant , or b^ 
d f> iretl until they have attaiuetl Ihe 
hmg)it uf aevenl inebn. At the ia- 
termediate stage they an ao tender 
that a t 'lich will liri«ak Ihem. ,i:id it 
is praciK ully impoaaible to proceed 

wiihoiit muak tfooMa aad kiaa la- 
deed, I ban coma to prefer eetting 
the plants whea they have attained 

an uveruge height of 1'.' iiielie*. Care 
fully lifting tha plants with the aoil 
adhering, thay in erowded aa ehiaely 

together as po-«sil)|e u|)on the iMitlou 
of the sletl or wrtgnii Ik)I, in an up- 
right |>.miiioii. Btifore driving to the 
proapective plantation theee yooag* 
aten an givea ao thorough a shower 

bath that the ro<>'-< and u Iheiing n(ii( 
are thoiouxhiy Hoakisl. It i» then 
|s'rfeclly safe to priK-et.d at one's Isi- 
aure, so far aa the n'fety of tlie plant 
la concerned, aa they will nmain fresh 
'Hid tiright for lions ll(iwi-\er, we 
waale nu time iu bustling them into 
tha am^ fradily m^de fnrrowa. Aa 
each plant is set the tip is pinched 
out with the finger and thumb. Tbe 
plants ranly wilt at all: but the first 
avidaaaeof raaewed growth will not 
appear for aeveral days. Thia new 

growth will push out at the iixils of 
the leaves, along the muin stin-k, and 
in a suprisiiigly short time the youug 
plant will develop into a aturdy tree 
fonB.-i-P. H. Ballot, in The Bural 
New Yorker.
